dad anyother effect than t deftroy +." — 
Wé Gan go yet farther, and with confi- 
Mdenc® affirm, all airs of authority are 

friftly forbidden the chriftidn : He may 
phot affect any’ pre-eminence. ‘* Call 
no-Man your father upon. the earth— 
nenlier be ye called mafters; for one is 
Jour mafter, the Chrift.” ~ And Sr. 
Paul difclaims all dominion. over the 
fithof men. He knew-that Jefus, in all 
Pbist@achings, did confider mankind as 

efted with fovereignty, in the province 
efreligion ; and therefore it was that he 
tverdid appeal to the reafon and. under- 
mgof his auditors, who were of 
temitives to judge of the nature of his 
Wottrine and miflion. © 
~ Notwithftanding this, there have been 
Mimerous inftances of a flagrant ufur- 
2 Sl power, and’ dominion over 
Sonlcrence, among profefling chriftians, 
whith tyranny has taken thelter under 
the name of Church-difeipline.

apoftles did not uf@ the rod of correéuon 
on believers, but only in fome fpecial 
cafes: As in that of the inceftuons per- 
fon; in order that the infidel might be 
convinced, that chriftianity did not pa> 
tronize fuch unnatural intermarriagess 
And fo likewife in the cafe of the wan- 
tonnels, fhewn. by the Corinthians, in 
celebrating the memorials of the dearh 
of Chriff. But even here, the immora- 
lity of the profeffor was chaftifed by 2 
miraculous power only ; a power, that, 
upon the penitence of the offender, did 
immediately remove the, punifhment.— 
They were apofties, who had the gift of 
difcerning {pirits, 
the difciplinarian power; fo that jt was 
more properly, the immediate reproving 
hand of God, which could not~ poffibly 
miftake in its chaftifements..——But how 
will this divine ability, attefting to. the 
miflion of apofiles, warrant any fort of 
difciplinarian meafures to be ufed by

The fe- 
cond is the great liarveft, in the Jat~ 
ter end of july and the begi 
of Auguft, when all are gathered. that 
are ripe. The third is in November, 
and is properly the gleaning, for thea 
they take all that are left wpon the etree. 
When they are thus gathered, they are 
ftripped with a knife of their outer hutks, 
whick refemble thofe of walnuts ; the in- 
ner coat which is the mace, isnext taken 
off with care and as whole as it 
is poffible.  Itis then of a bright crim- 
fon colour, but when cautioufly ‘dried 
becomes of a yellow brown, thin, brittle, 
fhining, oily, and of a pleafing aromatic 
fragrance. The nut thus defpoiled of 
both coats is expofed to the fun for a 
day to dry and this operation ¢s finifhed 
in three or four days more, by expofing 
them though at a convenient diftance to 
the heat of fire. Then the fhell which 
is thin, and has a very flight pellicle ad- 
hering to it, is removed, and the ker- 
nel er nutmeg taken out: ‘This’ is like- 
wife very carefully dried; and when that 
is done, the nuts are put by {mall parcels 
into wicker bafkets, in which they are 
are in a ftrong folution of lime, made 
with.calerned fhells, mixed with fea’ wa- 
ter. The great fecret lies in thus curing 
of them, by which they are hindered from 
corrupting, from fuffering by the worm, 
or lofing their virtue by the humidityof 
the fea aic when tranfportéd to eee 

We may reafonably conclude from this 
account, that the nutmeg-tree-being a 
delicate plant owes its high’ aromatic 
flavour, toits being indultrioufly culti- 
vated, with great caution, and all this 
in a proper foil. It mutt be alfo obferv- 
ed, that even amongft the trees in tlie. 
nutmeg parks, there axe fome that pro-~. 
duce long and ill-fhaped nuts, with 
little fayour, which are ftiled male nut- 
megs; whereas the round aromatic frait 
which is brought to Europe, is ¢ 
the female nutmeg. The tmailef of the 
nutmeg parks or clofex, do not cor. 
tain above an Englith rod of land, but 
three, four, oF five 
times -as much.’ The whole quantity 
collefted in the three -harvefts, and ina 

favourable 
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favourable ftafon, feldom amounts to 
more than three hundred tons of nutmeg, 
and from feventy to eighty tons of mace. 
From this fuccin& account of the nature 
and method of cultivating this valuable 
fpice, it will certainly appear that jt may 
be very well worth the trouble and ¢x-

engaged ; whith difference probably; in 
fome degree, proceeds from their method 
of fighting a thip; for they always aim 
their guns at the mafts and rigging of 
their enemy’s thip, and for that. reafon 
avoid as much as they can coming toa 
clofe engagement, whereas, we always 
aim at the hull, and therefore come as 
foon as poffible to a clofe tngagement, 
ifthe fhips be nearly of an equal force. 
By their method they may fometimes be 
able to make their efeape, but they can 
very rarely make prize of their enemy ; 
whereas, by ou® method, we foon either 
fink the enemy, as we-didtwo of their 
fhips in Quiberon Bay™, or we Kill or 
difable fuch a number of their men, 
that they are forced to ftrike for fear 
of being boarded, and all put ‘to the 
fword; as the taking of a thip by board- 
ing is much the fame with that of taking 
a fort by aflault: In both cafés the con- 
querors have an abfolute right over 
the lives of their enemies. Our method 
of fighting’ thip feems therefore to be 
indifputably the beft, and yet fo tenacious 
are people of any thing they have been 
long accuftomed to, tirat even experience 
itfelf cannot convince them of its bei 
wrong. Perhaps to, the French adher- 
ing to this cuftom may be owing to ne~ 
ceffity ; for the common men of Frariee 
have not the fame fteadine{s of refolution 
in danger, thathas long been obtervable 
in the common men of this country, whieh 
muft always give us an-acvantagey when 
vi€tory does notimnmediately tohow® the 
firft attack. |

of Ticonderoga and Crown point which 
had been deférted by the enemy on the 
approach of our army (6): On the 24th 
and 2sth of July, we defeated the French 
army, and reduced their important 
fort Niagara, (c) and on the 13th of Sep- 
tember, we defeated another French ar- 
my; and foon after reduced the city of 
Quebec, capital of their dominions in 
Canada(d). In. Africa, our fuccefe in 
the preceding year had left the enemy no- 
thing for us to conquer (¢). In Afia, 
that is to fay, in the Eaft Indies, we 
obliged the French general’ Lally 
to rai@ the fiege of Madrafs, and after- 
wards gave hima total defeat at Wondi- 
wath; and we defeated their fquadren 
uponmthe coaft.of Coromandel ; in Ben- 
gal we defeated, both by fea and land, 
an armament which the Dutch had trea- 
cheroufly fitted out againft us; and at 
the defire of the people of Surat, we 
refeued them from a tyrannical gover- 
nor, and got the government of that 
rich city confirmed to us by the mogul 
emperor (/). And laftly, in Europe, on 
the 18th and roth of Auguft we obtained 
aglorious naval victory over a French 
fquadron near the ftrait of Gibraltar ; and

The firt-thing I. do is to take as 
much water as: I fhall wantin all my 
brewings, (for I brew now for the whole 
year) and boil it in gny, copper. After 
itis boiled, itis put into large tibs for 
the purpofe, and expoted to the air, to 
cool and purge itfelf- for at leatt a week, 
I then begin my firft brewing, hav- 
ing previoufly procured a fufficient quan- 
tity of the bef brown high-dried malt,’ 
which ts ground threeor four days before 
it is-ufed, that it may have time to mé 
low and difpofe itfelf for fermentation, » 
‘When a copper of water is heated fo 
as to boil, about three quarters of a 
hogfhead is laded»into the math-tub, 
and the copper immediately filled again,’ 
and made to boil. When the water in’ 
the math is come to: fuch a ftate that 
you may fee your face in it, I have, by 
degrees, nine bufhels of ground malt 
emptied out ‘of the fack into it : This ¥e 
to be well-maflred, and firred: about. 
with the rudder. for near hdlf an hour, 
till the malt is ail. thoroughly wetted 
and incorporated with the water: Ano-« 
ther buthel of .nalt is then lightly {pread.

The firft wort is then Jet out in a fmall 
ftream into the under-back, and another 
hegthead of hot water is Jaded on the 
math, which, after being well ftirred 
with the rudder, is again covered, and 
fuffered to reft for two hours, 

In the mean time the firft wort is re- 
turned into the copper, and fix pounds of 
fine brown feedy hops are put inte it, be- 
ifg firft rubbed betwixt the hands. A 
brifk fire is then made under the copper, 
till the liquor boils, which is continued 
till the hops fink, after which the fire is 
damped, and the liquor ftrained into the 
coolers. 

When it is come to. be only as warm 
as milk from the cow, fome yeaft, or 
barm, is mixed with it, and it is left to 
work till all the furface appears in curls, 
it is then all ftirred, and well mixed to- 
gether with a hand-bowl, and again left 
to work: this ftirring with the bow! is 
repeated three times, after which it is 
tunned, and left to work in the hog- 
fhead: when it is nearly done working 
the cafk is filled up and bunged, but the 
vent- hole is left open. |

Antipater received from 
enabled him to profecute the war with 
new vigour againft the confederne 
Greeks, whom he defeated at Cranc, 
in Theffaly. Each ftate was now for 
ced, by a prompt fubmiffion, to recom. 
mend themfelves to the mercy of th 
conqueror. The fevereft terms wer 
impofed on the Athenians. Their form 
of government was changed to an di 
garchy, they were obliged to receive 4 
Macedonian garrifon ; and Antipate 
demanded that ten of their public {peak 
ers (in which number Demofthenes wa 
included) fhould be given up to 
vengeance. Alexander had made tk 
like demand, and the Athenians bra i 
refufed to comply. But now Demo 
thenes ‘found them by no means incline 
to proteét him. He, therefore, fied! 
the city; and his fickle countrymen 
with a thameful fervile adulation tot 
conqueror, condemned him to deat 
He gained Calauria, an obfcure ifland 
and there took fan@tuaty in a temple 
Neptune. But he was quickly purfott 
to the place of his retirement, by

from eait to oe Py is compofed of 2 
bed of loofe fi :, productive of

atid fifty private. At the ifland of Se- 
negal the river rifes gradually, during 
the rainy feafon, above twenty feet per-

Thus Ihave deferibed to you, ina 
concife.a manner as poflible, the iflad 
of Senegal, and the country adjacent, « 
likewife the rains, .the overflowing g 
the riverj-and the winds; and come noe 
to.remark thofe feafons of the year,whe 
the different diforders happen. 

In the months of Auguft, Septemba 
O&tober, and part of November, thebi 
lious and putrid fever always rage, the 
former of which would admit of blee 
ing. in the beginning, by meard 
which, together with other evacuation 
and the neutral falts, the diforder ger 
rally intermitted, and the bark recov 
ed the patient. 

But in the putrid. fever, the lan

Another patient unfortunately was 
placed in the fame bed, with only freth 
fheets ; for thecrouds that hourly ficken- 
ed, compelled us to bethriftyin the general 
ufe of bedding and blankets, fo that he 
happened to be lodgéd in the fame fpot, 
even before death had quite chilled the 
putrifying body. which was difplaced ‘to 


make way for him. He was inftantly at- 


tacked by the fame dreadful diforder, and 
after a thort ftruggle,. fella vidtim to me 
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A. third man was condemned, by 
hard neceffity, to the fatal abode, and 
_foon thared the fate of his comrades: 
Rouzed by fo melancholy proofs of dead- 
ly infeétion, befides what had been al- 
ready attempted, I ordered fireth hed- 
ing of every fort, the boards all around to 
be fcraped, and thoroughly wafhed with 
vinegar; depending on this, but rather 
compelled by the icanty {pace that was 
allotted to the fick, a fourth viétim, in 
the fame deplorable manner, fell a facri- 
fice to this wrefftible contagion. :
